Application status 

Upon further consideration and review of the latest amendment to claims, filed on 05/12/2008, it is noted by the Examiner 
that Applicants have inserted SEQ ID NOs: 23-38, 40-63 and 65 in the newly added claims 51, 53, 55, 57 and 59. Although SEQ ID 
NOs: 39 and 64 are not present in the claims, by virtue of properly numbering SEQ ID NOs, they are assumed to be added to the 
disclosure provided by Applicants. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 1 1-16, 18-27, 35, 37, 44 and 45 are canceled, Claims 9, 10, 17, 28, 39-43 and 46 
are amended, and Claims 46-62 are added in the amendment filed on 05/12/2008. Claims 6, 9, 10, 17, 28-34, 36, 38-43 and 46-62 are 
pending. 

Sequence Compliance 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.821 through 1.825; Applicants' attention is directed to the final rulemaking notice published at 55 FR 18230 (May 1, 1990), and 
1 1 14 OG 29 (May 15, 1990). To be in compliance, Applicants should identify nucleotide sequences of at least 10 nucleotides and 
amino acid sequences of at least 4 amino acids in the specification by a proper sequence identifier, i.e., "SEQ ID NO:" (see MPEP 
2422.01). If these sequences have not been listed in the computer readable form and paper copy of the sequence listing, applicant must 
provide an initial computer readable form (CRF) copy of the "Sequence Listing", an initial paper copy of the "Sequence Listing", as 
well as an amendment directing its entry into the specification, and a statement that the content of the paper and CRF copies are the 
same and, where applicable, include no new matter as required by 37 C.F.R. 1.821(e) or 1.821(f) or 1.821(g) or 1.821(b) or 1.825(d). 
See particularly SEQ ID NOs: 23-38, 40-63 and 65 in the newly added claims 51, 53, 55, 57 and 59, in addition to SEQ ID NOs: 39 
and 64 which are assumed to be added. There is no sequence listing beyond SEQ ID NO: 22 in the instant application. The Examiner 
requires that Applicants provide where the support for each and every SEQ ID NOs: 23-65 can be found in the specification, and 
warns Applicants of any potential incoiporation of new matter.
